Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The amendment filed 7/1 5/201 0 lias been entered and fully considered. 

2. Claims 18-22, 24-38 (now claims 1-20) are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for allowance of claim 18 (now claim 1), claim 37 (now claim 
19) and claim 38 (now claim 20) is that the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a 
method for malting grains or device for malting grains comprising a central opening 
having channels extending through wherein the channels are at least one supply and 
one discharge channel, so that both the supply and discharge of air takes place in the 
central opening.
